Charles Santee, deputy warden at 
the Eastern State Penitentiary, for- 
merly a sergeant in the State police 
and at one time stationed in Gettys­ 
burg. on Wednesday was held in $1,000 
bail for the grand jury after James 
Fraley, a convict serving twenty years 
in the Penitentiary for the murder of 
his fifteen-year-old sweetheart, told a 
story of brutal treatment at the hands 
of Santee and another deputy warden. 
Frame-Up, Is Charge 
Sergeant Santee is Bald by his friends 
to be “the goat” in a political squabble 
between the district attorney’s office 
in Philadelphia and the prison officials, 
the latter headed by Colonel John C. 
Graeme, former head of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State Police. 
So vividly did Fraley tell his story 
to the court that Judge Monaghan, 
who sat aa a committing magistrate, 
expressed regret that he was obliged 
to return the prisoner to the custody 
of the prison authorities. 
Fraley, a slight, insignificant-look­ 
ing figure, wearing a suit of somber 
color and a white shirt, spoke rapidly 
and without hesitation of the manner 
in which he said he was beaten by 
Santee. 
Fraley recounted how Santee enter­ 
ed his cell, ordered the door locked 
and attacked him, beating with his 
fists and grinding his knee into the 
convict’* stomach while he cursed* his 
victim. 
Only when the hearing* ended and 
Judge Monaghan had turned him over 
to Deputy Warden Herbert Smith did 
the convict wince. 
‘‘If I had the power,” said Judge 
Monaghan, “I would not send this boy 
back to the Eastern Penitentiary. I 
would transfer him to another prison. 
I realize I have not that power and I 
bo informed the Board of Trustee* of 
the penitentiary when I asked them to 
make the request to me. 
So I am 
now compelled to turn him over to the 
warden.” 
“On November 9, about 9:30 o'clock,”

taken from my cell to the office tff 
Captain Smith by a guard, Herkness. 
Captain Smith talked to mc about ten 
minutes asking me 
about ‘Porky’

31,638 men, women and children who 
disappeared, about 2500 of whom 
were not found.

York city 2146 girls and women were 
reported missing in 1922, 1652 of 
whom were rtirls under 21 
years. 
Chicago recorded 1549; Los Angeles, 
1020; Philadelphia, 1006; St. Louis 
bad TDH; San Francisco, ITI, and De­ 
troit, 341.
